PLANTING INFORMATION 


Dahlia Tubers should be planted after the soil becomes warm and 
there is no danger of frost. The soil should be moderately rich and 
the tubers spaced 2 to 3 feet apart. Tubers can be kept in ideal 
condition over the winter after digging by dipping them in a solu- 
tion of Wilt-Pruf 1 part to 4 of water, allowing them to dry and 
storing in Peat Moss or Terralite.
